I have  the  honoi;x  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1967  on  the  Health  and  Sarataxy  Circumstances  of  the  Bcrougii. 

Once  again  there  ims  been  a considerable  increase  i.n  the  population. 
Over  the  last  two  years  this  has  amounted  to  more  than  ten  per  cent. 

This  is  bound  to  result  in  increased  pressure  on  all  the  services 
rendered  by  the  Gourjcil  varying,  of  course,  in  different  departments. 

As  fai'  as  Health  is  concerned  and  my  particular  section  of  it  the 
inci'ease  in  the  work  at  our  Olinics  is  reflected  by  the  larger 
attendances.  Prom  the  Mortality  Tables  one  can  see  that  the  largest 
number  of  deaths  are  from  'vascular  lesions  in  the  brain  and  cororary  heart 
disease,  I have  asked  in  former  years  in  the  Annual  Report  that  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board  should  give  xrrgent  consideration  to  the 
establishrBent  of  intensi've  care  units  suitably  staffed  and  equipped  to 
deal  with  coronary  heart  disease.  Although  these  units  are  appearing  in 
various  parts  of  th.e  County  progress  is  mch  too  slow  -v^xen  one  considers 
that  there  are  more  than  ^0,000  sudden  deaths  from  this  condition  in 
England  and  Wales  each  year.  Measles  once  again  is  the  most  prevalent  of 
the  infectious  diseases.  However  the  new  vaccine  is  nov/  available  and  if 
parents  will  take  full  advantage  of  it  we  should  very  quickly  see  the  end 
of  this  condition. 

Once  again  I would  like  to  thank  the  Chief  Public  Healttx  Inspector 
for  his  assistance  in  the  preparation  of  this  report  and  also  to  the 
Engineer  and  Simreyor  for  his  contribution, 

I should  like  to  pay  a personal  tribute  to  our  late  Town  Clerk, 

Mr,  Jack  Mee,  liiVhenever  I was  in  difficulty  of  any  kind  I knew  that  I 
could  rely  on  Mr,  Mee  for  support  and  sound  advice,  I am  sure  this  was 
the  experience  of  everyone  who  worked  with  him.  He  was  a loyal  servant  of 
the  Town  and  he  will  be  very  much  missed. 

His  successor,  Mr,  Horace  Lawton,  has  al-v^ays  given  me  great  assistance 
and  sound  advice  and  I wish  to  thank  him  for  the  help  he  has  given  me  at 
all  times.

Duidng  the  year  14-6  complaints  were  received  and  investigated;  21  of 
these  were  found  to  be  concerw:ng  matters  which  could  not  be  dealt  vd.th  by 
the  department;  30  v^rere  found  to  be  rela.ted  to  dangerous  structures,  waste 
of  water  and  other  matters  and  were  .t*ef erred  to  the  d^artments  concerned. 

Nuisances 

Following  complaints,  and  a.s  a result  of  routine  survey,  105  houses 
were  insjpected,  a total  of  112  naisances  found  and  84  informal  notices 
issued,  203  visits  were  made  to  hotrses  pi'eviousljr  inspected  auid  111 
nuisances  found  to  be  abated.  86  informal  notices  v/ere  complied  v/ith, 

2 formal  notices  were  served  and  complied  with. 

Drainap.;e 

The  repair  of  existing  drainage  vfas  supervised  and  necessary  testing 
done.  432  visits  were  imde  in  connection  with  this  woric  and  the  tracing 
of  existing  drainage  at  various  properties. 

Water  Supply 

Routine  samples  were  taken  montb.ly  f;rom  each  of  the  town’s  systems  of 
supply,  from  the  baths  at  the  National  Children's  Home  and  also  during  the 
season  from  the  CourEil’s  swimming  baths.  The  Riblic  Health  Laboratory 
Service,  Chester,  carried  out  bacteriological  examination  of  the  sanples 
and  the  reports  were  satisfactory. 

All  except  27  (80  occupants)  of  tite  houses  in  the  Boi'ough  have  piped 
water  inside  the  houses  from  public  water  maim. 
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Disinfestation 

The  houses  and  household  effects  of  new  tenants  for  co'oncil  houses 
are  injected  and  where  necessary  disinfestation  is  uiidertaken  before 
removal*  For  this  and  other  reasons  20  inspections  have  been  carried  out 
and  treatments  were  found  to  be  necessary  in  2 cases, 

Irifectious  Disease  and  Disirifection 

8 cases  of  inflect ious  disease  were  investigated  and  the  necessaxy 
disinfection  of  premises  and  library  books  carried  out. 

Public  Mortuary 

Tills  service  is  under  the  charge  of  the  depaxtri^nt  and  during  the 
year  there  were  32  admissions. 

Common  Lodging  Houses 

There  ai'e  no  common  lodging  houses  registered. 

Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act  ^^60 

The  licensed  site  at  Rocky  Poolj  Timbersbrook,  was  visited  regulaxly 
and  was  found  to  be  satisfactorily  kept  and  well  conducted. 

The  Discontinuance  Order  in  respect  of  the  site  at  Asfbury  Marsh 
became  operative  on  the  1st  June  but  unfortunately  its  use  was  not 
discontinued  and  many  con^ilaints  were  received* 

One  case  of  caravans  being  illegallj?-  sited  on  private  land  was  dealt 
with  and  the  vans  removed  followd-ng  an  approach  to  the  owner  whOj  it  was 
found,  was  not  in  fact  aware  that  the  land  was  being  so  used.  On  two 
occasions  groups  of  itinerant  caravans  were  parked  on  the  fair  graund  but 
these  were  dealt  with  the  the  Boroigh  Surveyor  as  this  is  Council  owned 
land. 

Noise  Abatement  Act  1960 


2 co.nplaints  only  were  received,  one  of  noise  from  the  exhaust  of  a 
steam  pump  and  the  other  of  noise  from  a raeclianical  press.  Both 
nuisances  were  abated  following  infernal  approach  to  the  management  of  the 
firms  concerned. 


No  complaints  were  received  regarding  smoke  from  industrial  chimneys 
but  there  vrere  severe.!  complaints  of  burning  of  trade  and  commercial  or 
industrial  waste  causing  nuisance  to  inhabitants  in  the  vicinity. 
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102  houses  were  inspected  under  the  prcvisioriS  of  the  Housing  Acts  and 
39  re-visits  made. 

35  houses  in  clearance  ai-eas  vrere  demolished  and  4 areas  conpletely 
cleared. 

1 indl-vidual  unfit  house  was  demolished  and  2 ho-oses  were  vacated  and 
closed. 

3 clearance  areas  conprising  a total  of  31  houses  were  represented  to 
the  Council  and  Corr5)ulsory  Purchase  or  Clearame  Orders  made. 

I clearance  area  of  5 houses  was  purchased  by  the  Council  by  agreement 
with  the  ovrners. 

Reports  were  submitted  on  2 individual  unfit  properties  and  Closing 
Orders  v/ere  made  by  the  Gounc*.il  in  respect  of  these.
